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ABLE OLD JURIST 
QUITS THE BENCH 


JUDGE DUNW IDDIE, OF MON. 
ROE, RETIRES. 


Had Served Since 1 8 5 8—Many Farm­ 
ers Owe Him a Debt of Gratitude 
That Time Will Not Efface—Con­ 
nection W ith the Old “ M. & M. 
Railroad.” 


A notable event In the history of 
Green county occurred last Monday by 
the retirement from cffiee of Judge 
Brooks Dunwiddie, after a service as 
county judge for Green county for 
exactly 
forty years. 
Having been 
elected over an opponent each suc­ 
ceeding year Bince 185S, his 
ment britg* to an end a judicial 
career the equal of which is not koown 
in the United Slates. 
He is to be 
succeeded by John M. Becker, a silver 
democrat, who was elected in opposi­ 
tion to three-fourths of the voters of 
the county. 
1 
Mr. Dunwiddie is now in his 80th 
year and the same popularity which 
has kept him in office clings to him to­ 
day. 
His strength with voters came 
to him all at once, and this one 
episode in his career ie familiar to 
every family in the county and has 
been told and retold by farmers, who 
remember that by bis successful efforts 
their farms had been saved to them. 
It was wheo the psople of Wisconsin 
had made considerable progress in 
building the Milwaukee & Mississippi 
railroad terminus, at Prairie du Chien. 
In 1854 the road was completed to 
Madison with a branch to Janesville. 
The people of northern Wisconsin em­ 
barked in the enterprise of extending 
the road from Janesville to Dubuque. I 
The agents of the company neld out 
flattering inducements to the farmers 
along the line rf the road to subscribe 
liberally for the stock of the company, 
and pay in bonds maturing in ten 
years, with interest coupons attached, 
secured by mortgages on real estate. 
The farmers between Janesville and 
Dubuque subscribed about $500,000 to 
the stock and give farm mortgages as 
security. 
Subsequently these mort­ 
gages gave the farmers much trouble. 
E lected 
a 
R ailroad 
D irector. 
In the fall of 
1855 the farmers 
brought Mr. Dunwiddie’s name before 
the stockholders’ meeting and he was 
made a member of the board of di<*ee 
tors to look after their interests. 
The 
half million of securities Anally be 
oame pledged by securities for the loan 
of $500,000, a part of the floating debt 
of the c mpaoy. 
In July, 1857, the 
company became insolvent, and the 
road was turned ever to a trustee 
This made the stock cf the company 
worthless and life the farmers wholly 
unpaid. 
Absolute ruin now stared the far­ 
mer in the face but Mr. Dunwiddie 
set his wits to work to extricate the 
farmers from this enormous debt. He 
found that the first mortgega was not 
originally given ocuthe roiling stock 
and personal property of the com 
pany, though after tho sale of th* 
road and of the farm mortgage bond* 
the legislature passed a law giving the 
Arak mortgage bondholders a loin on 
the rolling stock and personal prop 
arty 
Mr. Dunwiddie contended that 
this was a fraud of all the creditors 
of the e uipany. 
The farm mortgage 
bonds only being turned out as col­ 
lateral to the debts of the company, 
the holders of the securities were, of 
course, creditors c f the company. 
Mr. Dunwiddie opened negotiatior s 
with the holders of the farm mort­ 
gage securities 
requesting them to 
ane the company and attach their 
rolling stock aud personal property, 
which was amply sufficient to pay 
their floating deltas of half a million 
secured by farmers, 
bonds as col­ 
lateral. 
This preposition was assent­ 
ed to by the holders of the floating 
debtvand attachment snits were about 
to be commenced when the trustee 
managing the road called a bait and 
an arrangement was made with him 
to issue a new class of stock and sell 
it in the New York market, the pro­ 
ceeds to be applied in redemption of 
the farm mortgages. 
This was done 
by the trustee and£the farm mort­ 
gages were redeemed. 
Had not Mr. Dunwic'die discovered 
th at rolling stoek could not be held 
by the first mortgage on the road the 
farmers would have been left tojpay 
their mortgages 
The farmers from 
Milton Junction to Dubuque were thus 
relieved by his good sense and act­ 
ivity. 
Sketch of His Life 
Mr. Dunwiddie was born in Green 
county, O., on Jan. 22, 1818. 
At the 
age of nineteen be began studying 
law, but beforr he 
was admitted to 
the bar he abandoned his law studies 
and came to Green county. 
He ar­ 
rived there in August, 184o, and en­ 


gaged in herding sheep the following 
spring. 
Tne next winter he was ex­ 
posed to an unusual season of weather 
and was unable to attend to bis herds. 
Many were killed by the wild animals J 
then In this territory, and in 1847 he 
sold what he had left cf his herd and 
received territorial script, which was 
subject to such fluctuations that b> 
the time it was cashed his capital was 
exhausted 
and his health broken 
down. 
He turned bis attention again to 
law, and in June, 1848, he applied to 
the Circuit court and was admitted to 
the bar. 
He thereupon opened an 
office in Monroe. 
He was a Whig in 
politics, 
In the fall of 1848 there 
were three political parties in the field. 
He was elected by a plurality to the 
office of district attorney, aer ring two 
years 
After that the democrats re­ 
gained power and elected a full co an­ 
re tire- j ty ticket in 1850. 
In July, 1854, Mr. Dunwiddie at­ 
tended the mass meetin at Madison 
to organize a republic in party. 
He 
was a member of the Committee on 
Resolutions, and in conjunction with 
C. F. Thompson was instrumental in 
procuring the election of Joun Hal- 
worth aa permanent chairman of the j 
0 invention. 
He has identified himself 
with the republican party to the pres­ 
ent day. 


W as a Staunch Republican. 
Lika many cit zens of his ability he 
has more or less participated In the 
politics of the state. 
However, with 
one exception he was satisfied with 
the office of county judge of Green 
county. 
This one exception 
w sb ic 
the year 1870, whee he was a promi­ 
nent candidate before the congression­ 
al convention for she nomination for 
congress in the Third Congressional 
district. 
In his 
official capacity 
be 
has 
acquitted himself with honor and to 
the satisfaction of the people of Green 
1 county. 
He bas also served as one of 
the trustees of the Mendota Insaoe 
asylum from 1863 to 1873, and waB 
treasurer of the school district of the 
city of Monroe up wards of fifteen 
years. 
He is a member of the Baptist 
church, is the oldest Mason of the 
Monroe chapter, and is an Odd Fellow 
of long standing. 
He retired from practice ten years 
ago by reason of the crowding duties 
of his office. 
During his practice he 
has participated as attorney cf record 
in some big oases that developed 
Southern Wisconsin, both in the Cir 
coit court and in the Supreme court 
During his judicial career upwards 
4,000 cases have been passed upon by 
him, a n i odly a ax all number have 
been appealed from. 
He will not entirely retire from ac 
tive business, as he is a person woo 
enjoys comparatively good health, 
clear mind and good memory, and he 
will take a desk in the law office 
his sen, John D. Dunwiddie, where* 
will undoubtedly devote considerable 
of his time as counsellor.
